Four (4) members of the committee shal represent regiond
crimina justice academies, four (4) members of the committee shdl represent independent crimina
justice academies, and one member shall represent the Department of State Police Training Academy.
The Committee on Training shall gppoint members of the Curriculum Review Committee,

"Department” means the Department of Crimina Justice Services.
"Director" means the chief adminidrative officer of the Department or his designee.
6 VAC 20-20-20. Compulsory minimum training standards.

6 VAC 20-20-25. Approvd authority.

A. The Crimind Justice Services Board shall be the approva authority for the training
categories, hours and performance outcomes of the compulsory minimum training standards.
Amendments to training categories, hours and performance outcomes shall be made in accordance with
the provisons of the Adminisirative Process Act (8 9-6.14:1 et seq. of the Code of Virginia).

B. The Committee on Training of the Crimina Justice Services Board shdl be the approva
authority for the training objectives, criteriaand lesson plan guides which support the performance
outcomes. Training objectives, criteriaand lesson plan guides supporting the compulsory minimum
training standards and performance outcomes may be added, deleted or amended by the Committee on
Training based upon written recommendation of a chief of police, sheriff, agency adminigtretor,
academy director or the Curriculum Review Committee.

Prior to gpproving changes to training objectives, criteria or lesson plan guides, the Committee
on Training shal conduct apublic hearing. Sixty (60) days prior to the public hearing, the proposed
changes shdl be distributed to dl affected parties for the opportunity to comment. Notice of change of
training objectives, criteriaand lesson plan guides shdl befiled for publication in the Virginia Register
of Regulations upon adoption, change or deletion. The department shall notify each certified academy
inwriting of any new, revised, or deleted objectives. Such adoptions, changes or deletions shdl become
effective thirty (30) days after notice of publication in the Virginia Regigter.

6 VAC 20-20-30. Applicatility.

A. Every person employed as afull-time or part-time law-enforcement officer, as defined by
89-169(9) of the Code of Virginia, subsequent to July 1, 1971, shall satisfactorily complete the
compulsory minimum training standards for |aw-enforcement officers.

B. Thedirector may grant an exemption or partid exemption from the compulsory minimum
training standards set forth in 6 VAC 20-20-21 to alaw-enforcement officer of any political subdivison
of the Commonwealth who has had previous experience and training as provided in 8 9-173 of the Code
of Virginia

C. Any person not employed as afull-time or part-time law-enforcement officer on July 1, 1971,
who remains out of law-enforcement for more than 24 months, upon regppointment as a full-time or
part-time law-enforcement officer, shdl be required to comply with the compulsory minimum training
standards unless provided otherwise in accordance with subsection B of this section.

6 VAC 20-20-40. Time requirement for completion of training.



A. Every law-enforcement officer who is required to the comply with the compulsory minimum
training sandards shdl satisfactorily complete such training within 12 months of the dete of
gppointment as a law-enforcement officer.

B. Thedirector, or his desgnee, may grant an extenson of the time limit for completion of the
compulsory minimum training Slandards under the following conditions:

1. lllness,

2. Injury;

3. Military sarvice;

4. Specid duty assgnment required and performed in the public interest;

5. Adminigrative leave involving the determination of worker’s compensation or
disability retirement issues, full-time educationa leave or sugpension pending
investigation or adjudication of acrime; or

6. Any other reason documented by the agency administrator. Such reason shdl be
gpecified and gpproval granted shall not exceed 90 days.

C. Law-enforcement officers who do not complete training within twelve months of
employment as alaw enforcement officer, or who do not receive an extension of the time limit for
completion of training, shall be subject to the provisons of 8 9-181 of the Code of Virginia The
department shdl natify the agency adminigtrator of any officer not in compliance with the requirements
of this section.

6 VAC 20-20-50. Compliance with compulsory minimum training standards.

A. The compulsory minimum training standards shal be accomplished by satisfactory
completion of the academy training objectives and criteria a a certified training academy, and the
successful completion of fidd training objectives unless otherwise provided by § 6 VAC 20-20-30 B.

B. Officersatending agpproved training are required to atend al classes and shal not be placed
on duty or call except in cases of emergency.

C. The Crimind Judtice Services Board will provide atransition period for implementation of
this chapter. The trangtion period shdl begin February 4, 1998. During the trangition period, certified
training academies may conduct law-enforcement entry-leve training using the performance objectives
within the “Compulsory Minimum Training Standards for Law- Enforcement Officers,” effective July 6,
1983, or the performance outcomes and training objectives. Accordingly, any certified training academy
may inditute a curriculum trangtion by replacing exigting performance objectives with the revised
performance outcomes and training objectives.

2. Based upon atraining needs assessment, a sufficient number of officers to warrant the
establishment of afull-time training function for aminimum of five years.

C. Process.

1. Thegate or loca governmenta unit shal submit ajudtification, to the Committee on
Training as described in subsection B of this section. The Committee on Training shall
review the judtification and make a recommendation to the department as to whether the
establishment of an academy is warranted.

2. If the Committee on Training recommends the establishment of the proposed
academy, the department shal make a determination as to whether the establishment of

the academy is warranted.

3. If the establishment of the academy is approved by the department, the proposed
academy must successfully complete the academy certification process.

D. The certified training academy shdl submit to the department its curriculum and other
information as designated within time limitations established by the department.



E. Each academy director shdl maintain afile of dl current lesson plans and supporting materid
for training objectives, and shdl provide thisinformation to the director upon request.

F. A cetified training academy is subject to ingpection and review by the director or his g&ff.

G. The department may suspend or revoke the certification of any certified training academy
upon written notice, which shall contain the reason or reasons upon which the suspension or revocation
is based, to the academy’ s director. The academy’s director may request a hearing before the director.
The request shdl be in writing and shal be received by the department within 15 days of the date of the
notice of the sugpension or revocation. The academy’s director may gpped the director’ s decison to the
board.

6 VAC 20-20-70. Grading.

A. All certified training academies shdl utilize testing procedures which indicate that every
officer has satisfactorily completed the criteria in each training objective approved by the Committee on
Training of the Crimind Justice Services Board. An officer may be tested and re-tested as may be
necessary within the time limits of 6 VAC 20-20-40 and in accordance with each academy's written

policy.

B. Cetified training academies shdl maintain accurate records of all tests, grades and testing
procedures. Academy training records must be maintained in accordance with the provisons of these
rules and 88 42.1-76 through 42.1-91 Code of Virginia

6 VAC 20-20-80. Failureto comply with rules and regulations.

Any individud attending a certified training academy shal comply with the rules and regulations
promulgated by the department. The academy director shdl be responsible for enforcement of dl rules
and regulations established to govern the conduct of attendees. If the academy director considers a
violation of the rules and regulations detrimentd to the welfare of the academy, the academy director
may expd the individua from the academy. Notification of such action shal immediately be reported,
in writing, to the agency adminigrator of the individua in accordance with rules and regulations within
the authority of the certified training academy.

A. Reportswill be required from the agency administrator and academy director on forms
approved by the department and at such times as designated by the director.

B. The agency adminigrator shall forward a properly executed field training form to the
department for each officer, within twelve months of employment.



C. Theacademy director shall, within thirty (30) days upon completion of approved training,
comply with thefallowing:

1. Submit to the department aroster containing the names of those officers who have
satisfactorily completed the compulsory minimum training standards.

D. Theacademy director shal furnish each ingtructor with the gpplicable performance
outcomes, criteria and lesson plan guides for assigned subject matter.
